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PREFACE 


S youth is the time of life moſt ca- 

pable of inſtruction; and as "tis a 
concern of the laſt importance to learn ear- 
ly; for otherwiſe, in Cicero's opinion, we 
very ſeldom, if ever, learn at at; each at- 
tempt, how weak ſoever, to render the 
ſtudy of the Sciences eaſy and amiable, is 
in itſelf praiſe-worthy, and may, with 
modeſty, lay claim to ſuch aare of the 
indulgence of the Public, as 1s, in ſome 
degree, equal toits merit. 

Without depreciating, therefore, the la- 
bours of thoſe who have travelled in the 
ſame road before us, we {hall content our- 
ſelves with barely explaining the little Plan 
which we have here purſued, and declare, 
without reſerve, the principal motives that 
induced us to undertake it, 

To confeſs ingenuoully, then, we are, 
conſcious to ourſelves, that the alphabeti- 
cal liſt, or collection of words inſerted in 
our little“ SPELLING-BOOK, is not o 
copious as ſome may poſlibly with it; but 
then that omiſſion was owing, in part,

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to the narrow compaſs to which we were 
confined, and partly to a view of intro- 
ducing other matter, equally inſtructive, 
and more entertaining. In this compen- 
dious DICTIONARY, however, the ca- 
ciency is abundantly ſupplied; for ber 
any parent, ſchool-maſter, or governels, 
will find a vaſt variety of additional words, 
of any particular number of ſyllables re- 
quired by inſpecting only the figures in the 
margin, which denote the proper diviſion ; 
and moreover, not only the double, as well 
as ſingle accents where neceſſary in order 
to prevent a vicious pronunciation, but the 
ſeveral parts of ſpeech to which they re- 
Felle, belong; the little (1) or (s) on 
the right-hand, denoting the word to be a 
Subſtantive; the (a) anAdjeRtive; the (v) a 
Verb; and the (p) a Participle: into which all 
the parts of ſpeech (tho uſually reckoned 
eight) may, with propriety, be reſolved. 
And whenever the ſame words are repeated, 
they will find the additional letter always 
varicd, and ſometimes the orthography, to 
ſhew that the ſenſe and ſignificatĩon are very 
different. This method, we humbly con- 


ceive, may not only he of ſervice to our little

natixes, but alſo to ſuch ladies and foreign- 
ers, who are deſirous of improving them- 
ſelves in the Exgly/b tongve, and of pro- 
nouncing it with * and energy.

luable of all human diſcoveries, is the 
art of impreſſing theſe thoughts on the eye 
in legible characters. By the former we 
are rendered capable of cia intercourſe, 
of receiving and conveying ideas, of en- 
joying the endearments of friendſhip, and 
the communications of wiſdom : By the 
latter we converſe where the ear is far out ot

the reach of ſound and tranſinĩt our thoughts 

to the remoteſt parts of the earth; we trea- 
ſure up what might otherwiſe eſcape our 
memories, become acquainted with the 
actions of former ages and diſtant coun-— 
tries, with all the learning of the ancients 

and improvements of the moderns, and 

can read the laws which the great Creator 

of the Univerte has given for the govern- 
ment of our paſſions, and the regulation 

of our conduct. Without the firlt, we ſhould 

4 have been ſohtar in the midit of crowds, 
| excluded from every kind of knowledge 
except what fel! un ler our immediate no- 
tice ; and thonld have been confined to dull 
and tedlious efforts of intimating our de- 
ſires by ſians and geſtures. Without the 
laſt we might [indeed enjoV the benefit of 
converiation, but then we ſhould be held 
in ignorance, and perplexed in error; we 
ſhould obtain but a very 1mperte&t know- 
ledge of the preſent time, and could receive 
no information as to the paſt, but from 
partial accounts handed down by tradition. 
In ſhort, without the firſt we could ſcarce- 
ly be accounted rational, and but for the

laſt we ſhould have been as ignorant as the 
wild illiterate. Indians. 

It has been obſerved, that language is 
to the mind what painting and ſculpture 
are to the ſight ; however, the difference 
in favour of the former is extremely great, 
The moſt finiſhed pieces of imagery are at 
beſt but dull and unaffefing, when com- 
pared with the energy of words. By ſuch 
maſterly productions of art, we have in- 
deed the object preſented before us, but 
language can ſet it in all varieties of view, 
under every combination of circumſtances. 

The idea of an univerſal language, could 
ſuch a one poſhhly obtain, ſhould ſeem to 
imply ſomething highly beneficial to the 
human race : but eternal unerring wiſdom, 
either for our advantage or puniſhment, has 
determined againſt it, and appointed to 
every nation a particular tongue, and to 
each diftrict its peculiar dialect. 

Having ſaid thus much of language in 
general, it is requiſite that we now give a 
ſuceinct account of our own, point out 
the various changes it has undergone, and 
by what means it has arrived at its preſent 
perfection, 

As 
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As we have many reaſons to conclude 


that this country was originally peopled 


from the adjacent coaſt of France, the an- 


cient Gaul, we are thence to infer, that 


the Britiſh language eighteen hundred 
years ago, was the fame as that diale& of 
the Gauliſh called the Celtic. But about 
half a century before the chriſtian ra, Ju- 
Jus Czfar invaded Britain, and in the reign 
of Claudius, a Roman colony was planted 
in the ſouth-eatt parts of England, and 
finally under Domitian the whole nation 
became a Roman province; when thoſe 
Britons, who refuſed to ſubmit to the fo- 


reign yoke, retired into Wales, in hopes 
of retaining their liberty, and carried their 
language along with them. From this | 


period the Latin tongue was qa in- 


troduced, and mixed in all parts o 


conquerors were never able to ſuppreſs.

At length the Roman legions were called 
home; and then the Scots and Pitts mak- 


ing an irruption into the north parts of 
England, king Vortigern, about the year 
400, invited the Saxons to his aſſiſtance. 
Theſe allies came over with ſeveral of their 

neigh* 
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7 neighbours under the conduct of Hengiſt 
and Horſa, and having ſubdued the Scots 
and Picts, had the iſle of Thanet aſſigned 
them at firſt as a reward for their ſervice, 
and afterwards the whole county of Kent, 
2 which they governed about 3 50 years, till 
growing powerful and diſſatisfied with 
their narrow limits, they at length took 
2 poſſeſſion of all the country on this fide the 
Welch mountains, and divided it amon 
* themſelves into ſeven Kingdoms, called the 
Saxon heptarchy. Thus the Britiſh tongue, 
before mixed with the Latin, was almoſt 
aboliſhed, and many of the Britons obliged 
again to take refuge in Wales and Corn + 

wal, while the uſurpers laid the foundation 
of new laws and a new language. 
In this ſituation England continued till 
about the year 800, when it was invaded 
by the Danes, who, after being ſeveral 
times repulſed, eſtabliſhed themſelves in the 
northern and eaſtern parts, where their 
power increaſing, they at length after a 
conteſt of 200 years, made themſeves the 
ſole maſters of England; and by this means 
the language became tinctued with the 
Daniſh ; but as their government was of 
n 
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( 12 ) 
no long duration, it did not make ſo great 
an alteration in the Anglo-Saxon, as the 
next revolution, when the whole was again 
ſubdued by William dukeof Normandy, at - 
terwards called William the Conqueror; 
for the Normans, as a monument of their 
conqueſt, endeavoured to make their lan- 
guage as univerſally received as poſſible, 
Thus the Englith tongue, which was 
antiently pure Britiſh or Welch, became a 
mixture of a little Britiſh, a great deal of 
Latin, a yet far greater part of Anglo- 
Saxon, ſome Daniſh, add abundance of 
Norman French : but fince that time the 
revival of arts and ſciences has added great- 
ly to its embelliſhment. Theſe have in- 
troduced a vaſt variety of words from the 
Greek, Kati, Italian, and modern French; 
our poets have added grace and harmony 
to their numbers, and our proſe writers 
have ſtrengthened and improved their pe- 
riods, by ſolecting the moſt muſical, ex- 
— and ſtrongeſt terms from every 
nown language; ſo that, notwithſtanding 
its being a compound of ſuch heterogeneous 
ingredients, it is become the moſt copious 
and ſigniſicant of any in Europe, adapted 
to

to all ſuhjeRs, and expreſſive of every ſen- 
timent with elegance and propriety. 

We come next to give a ſhort account 
of the ſeveral parts of the Engliſh tongue 
taken in a grammatical ſenſe ; by which 
it will appear to be extremely ſimple in its 
compoſition, and free from the many rules 
which render others difficult to the learner x 
for though grammar is the ſame in all 
languages, except the Chineſe, yet every

grammar ought to be adapted to the genius 

ol that language, which it is intended to 

illuſtrate and explain. 

N Without going into a critical diſſerta- 
tion on the letters of the alphubet, and the 
proper manner of dividing (ſyllables, we 

f wall immediately enter upon the parts of 
ſpeech, which may be diſtinguiſhed into 

| theſe four; nouns ſubſtantive; nouns ad- 

jective, verbs, and particles. 

* Nouns SUBSTANTIVE, or names, are 

words whereby things themſelves, whether 
ſenſible or intelligible, are expreſſed, aud 
herefore the word thing cannot be put im- 
ediately after a ſubſtantive, without mak - 
ng it nonſenſe; for we cannat ſay man 
bing, borſe thing, &c. They are called /ub- 

anti ves, 
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Feantives, becauſe they ſtand alone, or with 
an article, and require no other word to | 
expreſs their ſignification. In the follow - 
ing Dictionary theſe noums are marked with 
(«) by way of abbreviatien. They are di- 
vided into common, proper, and perſonal, 
The common comprehends a whole kind 
or ſpecies, as man is a name that belongs 
to all men, city to every city, and riwer to 
every river. The proper ſerves to diſtin- 
guiſh particular things, as John is the 
name of a particular man, London of a cer- 
tain city, and the Thames of a particular 
river. The perſonal or PRONOUN, is uſed Þ 
to avoid the repetition of other names; as 
I, inſtead of my name; thou or you, miteadÞ 
of your name; he and ſhe, inſtead of 
the name of the perſon of whom we are! 
ing; and it, when we mention 3 
thing that has no diftint ſex. Thus in 
ſpeaking of myſelf, I ufe the word 1; if 
more than one ſpeak of themſelves, they ule 
the word ve; in ſpeaking to another, we 
uſe thou or you; in ſpeaking to more than 
one, we fay ye or you; if we ſpeak of 2 
ſon to whom we do not addreſs our dil- 
courſe, we ſay. le or ſhe; and of a _

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Jas the man who wrote that book ; where 
Kubo refers to man. In this caſe, avho is

without ſex, it; and if of more perſons or 
things than one, we fay they. 

Here it is worthy of remark, that vhs, 
-which and what, are ſometimes called per- 
fonal interrogatives, as being frequen 
uſed in aſking queſtions, in which 'ca 
Tvbo is only uſed in ſpeaking of perſons, 
and which or what of either perſons or 
things; as Who is that lady? What man cane 
m ? What place do you chooſe ? It muſt alſo 
be obſerved, that who, which and that, 
are frequently called relatives, from their 
having a relation to ſome foregoing word, 


only applied to perſons, which to things, 
and that to either perſons or things. 
In theEngliſh language, perſonals are the 
only nouns that are expreſſed differently 
hen — before and after a verb; as 1 , 
hou, he or ſhe, which are called the three 
perſons ſingular, are placed before the verb, 
d me, thee, him and her, are placed after 
as alſo wwe, je, they, called the three 
erſons plural, precede the verb, and ws, 
u, him, her and them, follow after it.

ADJECTIVES, diltinguiſhed in the fol- 
lowing dictionary by (a), expreſs the qua- 
lities or\properties of the ſubſtantive ; as 
fine, good, aæuiſt, excellent, fooliſh, frveet, &c. 
which muſt have a ſubſtantive joined to 
them to make them underſtood, as a fine 
garden, a geo Twoman, a wiſe man, &c. And 
theſe in the Engliſh tongue have neither 
number, cate nor gender, but are joined ta 
nouns,

nouns, either maſculine or feminine, ſingu- 
lar or plural, without altering their ter- 
minations, as 4 ggod man, a gνl woman, a 
£06d beuſe, good men, &c. and tho' in molt 
other languages they are placed after the 
ſubltanuve, in Englith they are placed be- 
fore it, as in the above examples; in poetry, 
however, this order is {cinetimes changed, 
as O bard divine! The principal peculia- 
rity of this part of ſpeech is, that qualities 
admit of degrees of compariſon, which 
things do not: and of thete there are pro- 
perly but two, called the comparative and 
the /aperlaiive, both formed trom the qua- 
lity in its tive tate, which expreſics inn- 
ply and abiolutely the ſtate of the name 
without relation to the like quality in any 
other : as wwiſe, bright, fair, vile: I he com- 
parative degree, by comparing one thing 
with another, exprelles the quality fome- 
what increaled or diminiſhed, and is formed 
by adding er to the poſitive, as iir, 
brighter, fairer, wiler : and the ſuperlative 
degree expreſſes abiolutely the tuperiority 
of one above or beyond the other, as 2vi/eft, 
br:ghteft, fairefl, wilet. The degrees of 
compariton are alſo frequently — —

adding more or mt, without altering the

We have, however, a few irregu- 
Jars, which cannot be brought under theſe 
rales, in which the degrees of compariſon 
are formed by different words, as little, leſs, 
Euſt; bad, worſe, worſt ; good, better, beſt ;

It mult be obſerved, that nouns or names 
are ſometimes uſed as adjectives or qualities, 
as a gol unt, a diamond ring, a ſilver 
eaxtleftict: And that a quality is uled as 
2 name, and is to be conſidered as a ſub- 
ftantive, whenever it is taken in an ab- 
firactcd or univerſal ſenſe, which ſubſtan-

Some grammarians haye ranked the

A VERB. or affirmation, marked in the 
following dictionary with (v), is a word 
which expreſſes what is ati med or ſaid of 
things; and is uſually reckoned of two 
kinds, the auxiliary verb, and the verb it- 
ſelf, both of which have perions, numbers, 
and tenſes or times. The perſons, which 
are diſtinguithed by a perioral name going 
before them, vary their terminations only 
in the ſingular number, as in I {wve, than 
liveſt, he lives or bueth, awe live, ye live, 
they liue. The attumations in the Englich 
language have bur three tenſes or times, 
the preſent, the palt, and the future; or in 
other words the thing doing, done, or to be 

3 done; 
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done; for all other tenſes are formed by 
adding the auxiliary verb, and without any 
variation in the termination. The preſent 
Tenſe is expreſſed by the affirmation itſelf, 
as I lance; the paſt tenſe generally ends 
with ed, as I danced; and the fate 8 
formed by adding the auxiliary verb Hall 
or will, as I all dance; and as there are 
but two tenſes or times expreſſed by the af- 
firmation, its various changes are ſignified 
by the nine following auxiliary affirmations, 
viz. do, <will, ſhall, may, can, muſt, ought, 
have, om or be, which being placed before 
other aiarmations, ſignity time, reſolution, 
power, liberty, nec-Ality, duty, &c. 

It muſt be obſerved, that when one of 
theſe auxiliaries is put before another affir- 
mation, the auxiliary only alters its ter- 
mination in expreſling the perſons, as I am 
living, thou art living, he z living, we 
are living, &c. I ds live, thou doft live, he 
goth or does live, &c. 

As ſome are apt to miſtake the uſe of 
Hall and will, the figns of the future tænſe, 
it matt be obſerved that when we only 
fimply foretel, we uſe hall in the firſt per- 
fon, and ci in the reſt ; but when we 
" Pro- 
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omiſe, threated or engage, we uſe auill 
in the fck perſon, and /hall in the others. 

We have ſaid, that the athrmation ge- 
nerally expreſſes the paſt time by adding ed 
to the preſent ; but there are a pretty many 
words which cannot be reduced to this 
rule ; the moſt common irregularity is the 
changing the d into t, and omitting the 
vowel, as in 22ixt, for mixed; the others are 
too many to be all here enumerated ; ſuch 
as I am awake, | awoke ; I bear, I bore, 
I hawe borne; I ſee, I ſaw; I favim, I 
ſwam; TI ſpin, I /m; I teach, I taught ; 
I tread, I trod, I hawe trodden, I weep, I 
cue bt; I write, I wrote, I bade written. 

The aflirmation has fometimes the par- 
ticle to placed before it; and when it is 
thus uſed, it is always joined with another 
athrmation ; and has then the power of a 
name or ſubitantive. 

PARTICLEs, marked in the following 
dictionary witha (p), are ſuch words as de- 
note fume circumſtance or quality of an 
action, join words or ſentences together, 
or expreſs ſome ſudden emotions of the 
Joul; and theſe comprehend all that are 
commonly known by the names of Adwerbs,

words which, though of different natures, 
ought to be reduced to one claſs, fince 
they always retain their form, and are ſub- 
ject to none of the variations of the other 
parts of ſpeech. 

The ule of ADVERBS is to denote ſome 
circumſtance or quality of the word to 
which they are joined, which is frequent - 
ly to an affirmation, as I love her dearly; 
and as many of theſe are derived from qua- 
litics, they, like them, admit of degrees 
of compariſon, as happily, more happily, moſt 
happily, wiſely, more wiſely, moſt wiſcly : 
theſe always end in ly. Adverbs are alſo 
divided into thoſe of time, as now, already 
yeflterday, often, always, ſe dom, &c. Into 
thoſe of place, as here, there, hither, above, 
below, $c. Into thoſe of number, as fir}, 
ſecondly, thirdly ; once, tavice, &c. Into 
thoſe of quantity, as more, leſs, enough, 
too much, &c. Into thoſe of affii mation, as 
yea, yce, truly, &c. Into thoſe of negation, 
as no, not, nay, &c. Into thoſe of doubting, 
as perhaps, peradventure, &c.

Read fo loud as to be 
heard by thoſe about you, hut not louder.

Attend to thoſe 
who read well, and endeavour to imitate 
their pronunciation. 10. Read often be- 
fore good judges, and be thankful when 
they correct you.

Conhder well the 
place of the Emphaſis in a ſentence, and 
pronounce it ny By Emphaſis

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we mean, the ſtreſs or force of voice that 
is laid on ſome particular word or words 
in a ſentence, whereby the meaning and 
beauty of the whole may beſt appear: 
this, with reſpect to ſentences, is the lame 
as Accent with regard to ſyllables. 

The Emphaſis is generally placed upon 
the accented ſyllable of a word ; but it 
there be a particular oppoſition between 
two words in a ſentence, whereby one 
differs from the other but in part, the ac- 
cent is ſometimes removed from its com- 
mon place, as in the following inſtance: 
The ſun ſhines upon the jalt and upon the 
ünjuſt. Here the ſtreſs of the voice is laid 
upon the firſt ſyllable in nν, becauſe it 
1s oppoſed to jaſt in the ſame ſentence; 
but without ſuch an oppoſition the accent 
would lie on its uſual place, that is, on the 
laſt ſyllable; as, We muſt not imitate the 
unjũſt prafices of others. 

Thegreat and general rule how to know 
the emphatical word in a ſentence is, 40 con- 
fider the chief deſign of the whole : but parti- 
cular directions cannot be eaſily given: ex- 
cept that when words are evident ly oppoſed 
to one another in a ſentence, they are em- 

phatical ; 
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hatical; and ſo is oftentimes the word 
which aſks a queſtion, as, 2vho, what,auhben, 
&c. but not always; for the emphaſis muſt 
be varied according to the principal mean- 
ing of the ſpeaker ; as ſuppoſe I inquire, 
Did my Father walk abroad yeſterday ? If 
I lay the emphaſis on the word Father, it 
is plain I want to know whether it was 4 
or ſomebody elſe ; il I place the emphaſis on 
avolk, the perſon I ſpeak to is ſenſible I 
would be informed whether he went or 
foot, or on borſeback, &e. But if I lay the 
ſtreſs of my voice on the word yeſterday, it 
denotes that I am ſatisſied my father did go 
abroad, and that he went on foot, tho* E 
want to know the particular time, whe- 
ther it was He,, or lome day before. 

InftruTiins for Reading VERSE. 
T HERE are two ways of writing on 

any ſubject, namely, in Prgſe, and 
in Yerſe. 

Proſe is the uſual method of writing 
without any confinement to a certain num- 
ber of ſyllables, or ranging the words in 
any peculiar form; which, on the con- 
uary, verſe requires. 

N C 2 The 
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The words in verſe muſt be ranged ſo, 
as that the accents may naturally fall on 
ſuch peculiar ſyllables as make a ſort of 
harmony to the ear: and this is called Me- 
tre, that is, Meaſure ; to which Rhyme is 
generally added; that is, two or more 
verſes, near to each other, are made to 
end with the ſame, or the like found : but 
this is not ablolutely neceſſary. 

There is another fort of verſe which has 
no rhyme, called Blank Verſe, the words 
whereof are generally diſpoſed in metre ſo 
as that the accent may fall on every ſecond, 
fourth, and fixth ſyllable; and on the eig, 
tenth, and tawelſth alſo, if the lines are ſo 
long. The following verſe of ten ſyllables 
may ſerve for an example: 
| The monarch ſpoke, and flrait a mir mur roſe 
But our poetry allows of great and frequent 
variation from this rule, eſpecially in the 
firit and ſecond ſyllables of the line; as in 
the verſe which rhymes with the former, 
- where the accent is upon the firſt ſyllable : 
Loud as the ſurges when the tempeſt blow. 

There are two ſorts of metre which vary 
from this rule ; one of them is when the line 


contains but (eyen ſyllables, and the cee 
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lies on the firft, third, fifth, and ſeventh ;; 


as in the tollowing : 


Could ve, which abe never can, 
Stretch our lives beyond their ſpan, 
Beaitty like a ſhadow flies, 

And our youth before us dies. 

The other ſort has a haſty ſound, and 
requires an accent on every third ſyllable; 
as tor example : 

"Tis the voice of the fluggard : I hear him 
complain, 

You have wat'd me too ſoon, I muſt ſlumber 
again. 

In reading verſe you are to pronounce 
it juſt as if it were proſe, obſerving the ſtops 
with great exactneſs, and by giving each 
word or ſyllable its due and natural accent; 
but with thele two reſtrictions, 1. Though 
there he no ſtop at the end of a line, 
make a ſmall pauſe (leſs than after a com- 
ma) before you begin the next. 2. If any 
word in the line has two ſounds, give it 
that which is moſt ſuitable to the rhyme 
and metre. To favour the metre, for in- 
ſtance, the word glittering muſt ſometimes 
be pronounced as three ſyllables, and ſome- 
times as two, glitt' ring: and upon the ſame

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account the word averue may have the ac- 
cent either upon the firſt ſyllable or the ſe- 
cond; avenue or avenue. So to favour the 
rhyme, the word fattery at the end of a 
line muſt be ſometimes ſounded as if it 
were written flatteree, and ſometimes as 
if it ended in i, fo as it may beſt chime 
with the foregoing verſe. 


Of the Nor Es and PolxTs made uſe of 


in WRITING and PRINTING. 
_—_ having laid down theſe rules 


for pronouncing ſingle words, it will 
be proper, before we begin with reading, to 
take notice of -the ſeveral forts of points 
and marks that are uſed in writing and 
printing : the firſt of which are the ſtops 
of the voice, called, x. Comma, 2. Semi- 
colon; 3. Colon: 4. Period. The uſe of theſe 
ſtops is, not only to give a proper time for 
breathing; but to avoid obſcurity and con- 
tuſion of the ſenſe in the joining words to- 
gether in a ſentence : as for example, the 
Comma divides the leſſer parts of a ſentence, 
and ſtops the reader's voice till he can tell 
one. The Semicolon divides the greater 

5 3 parts 
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parts of a ſentence; at which the reader 
may pauſe till he can tell two. The Color 
is generally uſed where the ſenſe, not the 
ſentence, is compleat, and requires us to 
pauſe till we can tell three. The Period, 
or Full-Point, is put when the ſenſe is fully 
ended, and requires a pauſe till we can tell 
four.,-But let it be noted, that the Colon 
and Semzicolen are often uſed for each other, 
eſpecially in our Bibles. 

There are two other marks which may 
be termed notes of affection, the one uſed 
in aſking a queſtion, called an [zterraga- 
tion, and marked thus? The other is uſed 
when we admire, wiſh, &c. and is uſually 
called an Exclamation or Admiration, bein 
marked thus ! Each of theſe requires almoſt 
as long a paule after it as a period.
